Gov. Steve Beshear has 
set the special election to 
fill the vacancy for Geoff 
Davis’ 4th Congressional 
District seat on the same 
day as the general elec¬ 
tion, Nov. 6. Davis unex¬ 
pectedly resigned his po¬ 
sition last month citing a 
family medical concern. 

The decision saves tax¬ 
payers the cost of hold¬ 
ing the special election 
on a separate day. It also 
means the 4th District will 
be without a congressman 
for a while longer. 

Republican Thomas 
Massie, a tea party fa¬ 
vorite, is running against 
Democrat Bill Adkins, 
a lawyer from Northern 
Kentucky for the office. 

The special election 
has brought some confu¬ 
sion, however, because 
the ballot deadlines for 
that election are different 
from those in the general 
election even though the 
elections are on the same 
day. The general election 
ballot must be certified on 
Sept. 10, but candidates 
have until Oct. 9, to file to 
run in the special election. 

Secretary of State Ali¬ 
son Lundergan Grimes 
has filed suit in Franklin 
County Circuit Court ask-

Grimes said the state 
must send out ballots to 
people overseas, such as 
members of the military, 
45 days prior to an elec¬ 
tion, so they will have 
time to fill them out and 
return them. An Oct. 9 
deadline leaves only 28 
days for such voters.

Steve Beshear has 
announced that Gallatin 
County has been added to 
the growing list of Ken¬ 
tucky counties declared as 
primary drought disaster 
areas by the U. S. Agri¬ 
culture Department. 

With Gallatin added, 
116 of the state’s 120 
counties are either prima¬ 
ry or contiguous disaster 
areas due to drought. 

The designation will 
make farmers in Galla¬ 
tin and in other counties 
severely affected by the 
drought eligible for fed¬ 
eral assistance.

Special problems come 
from special election 


Soldiers get 
big welcome 
home party 

Troops return from Gulf 


Several men with 
Gallatin County ties were 
among the 225 soldiers 
honored Saturday when 
they were reunited with 
their families during a 
large welcome home cel¬ 
ebration at the Flome of 
Freedom ball park in Flor¬ 
ence. 

They were member of 
the 1204 Aviation Sup¬ 
port Battalion (ASB), a 
National Guard Battalion 
based in Independence 
which had been overseas 
for a year. It was the last 
Kentucky unit to leave 
Iraq as U. S. troops were 
withdrawn in December. 
The soldiers were then 
sent to Kuwait where they 
provided maintenance, 
logistic and communica¬ 
tions support. 

The Gallatin Coun¬ 
ty soldiers honored as 
members of the battalion 
include Nathan Cutter, 
Cody Ingram, Mark Mar¬ 
tin and Paul Metzo. 

“These soldiers served 
honorably,” Lt. Col. Tom 
Roach 1204th ASB Com¬ 
mander told the crowd. 
“From Iraq to Kuwait to 
Qatar to Jordan to Af¬ 
ghanistan, they have add¬ 
ed to the historic legacy 
of the Kentucky National 
Guard.” 

While in Iraq, the bat¬ 
talion’s mission was to 
provide logistical mainte¬ 
nance and signal support 
for military operations in 
the Persian Gulf region.

couldn’t wait to see her fa¬ 
ther, Paul Metzo, who had 
been deployed for a year. 
He ran into his arms when 
she saw him. Metzo is the 
son of Williams Metzo of 
Sparta. He’s married to 
Amber Lawson also of 
Gallatin County. 

Tears of joy and loving 
embraces were enjoyed 
by the crowd as the sol¬ 
diers and their loves ones 
were reunited. 

“It feels great to be 
home, to see trees and 
grass and not have sand 
blowing in my face all 
day,” said Spec. Daniel 
Morrison of Florence, 
who was eager to get back 
to his family as all the sol¬ 
diers were. “First thing I 
want to do is get a nice fat 
steak.” 

The 1204th ASB is 
made up of more than 
600 soldiers from Ken¬ 
tucky, Alabama, Florida 
and Maryland. The unit 
left Kentucky August 
26, 2011 and spent sev¬ 
eral weeks training in Fort 
Hood, Texas, before de¬ 
ploying to Kuwait. 

“From the recovery of 
millions of dollars worth 
of equipment from Iraq to 
sustaining air operations 
in that theatre, to provid¬ 
ing world class medical 
care to our troops over¬ 
seas, the 1204th exceed¬ 
ed all expectations and 
showcased the Kentucky 
National Guard like never 
before,” said Maj. Gen.

Watching John Zalla s hummingbird 


This and That

When John Zalla called last week 
to invite me to his farm to see a hum¬ 
mingbird’s nest, I couldn’t resist. John, 
who is a retired fish and wildlife officer, 
knows more about birds than anyone I 
know. 

He has taught me the difference be¬ 
tween Redhead and Canvasback ducks 
and told me where to look for Osprey 
along the Ohio River. I accompanied 
him when he released captive Ruffed 
Grouse and Wild Turkey and when he 


launched an investigation to find the per¬ 
son who illegally shot and killed a feder¬ 
ally protected Red-tailed Hawk. 

John lives on a farm but he’s not a 
farmer. Everything he grows, he raises 
for wildlife. He plants fields of sunflow¬ 
ers for the birds and acres of grain for 
the deer. Along the winding drive to his 
house are a number of Bluebird boxes 
and surrounding his house are feeders 
for birds and squirrels. 

After I pulled up to his home, we 
walked around to the back of his house 
where he showed me the Ruby-throated 
Hummingbird’s nest. It was the size of 
walnut and located about ten feet from 
his backdoor. The nest was empty, so he 
invited me to have a seat on his patio to 
wait for the bird’s return. 

“She won’t be gone long,” John said. 
“There’s a feeder over in the next tree. 


She goes over there, gets a drink and will 
be back home before you know it.” 

We talked about wildlife as we waited 
and I heard the good news that it appears 
the Bluebird population is recovering. 

“All my boxes were full this year and 
that hasn’t been true for a long time,” 
John said. “Lack of proper habitat has 
threatened Bluebirds but I think they’re 
doing better.” 

I also learned what an amazing ani¬ 
mal the Ruby-throated Hummingbird is. 

John said the female lays one or two 
eggs in her tiny nest she builds by her¬ 
self and she raises the young with no 
help from the male. The nest consists 
of scales from buds and is attached to a 
branch by spider’s silk. Lichens camou¬ 
flage the outside of the nest and the in¬ 
side is carefully lined with soft dandeli¬ 
on, cattail or thistle down. The pea-sized 


eggs hatch within three weeks. 

The most incredible aspect of the 
hummingbird is its migration flight. 
Even though a bird weighs about an 
eighth of an ounce, it flies great dis¬ 
tances to spend the winter in Mexico or 
Central America. Almost all will make 
a non-stop flight over the Gulf of Mex¬ 
ico that will take about 20 hours. Males 
are the first to leave in the fall, females 
go next and the juveniles are the last to 
leave at the first frost. 

After we talked for a few minutes, 
mama hummingbird returned and I got 
my picture. 

It turned out to be a special day 
for me. It was exciting to capture the 
amazing hummer on her nest with my 
camera and a pleasure to have a good 
excuse to enjoy nature’s wonders with 
an old friend once again.

Children should be screened 
before kindergarten 


Dear Editor: 

Schools in Kentucky 
recognize the value of 
screening children enter¬ 
ing kindergarten to deter¬ 
mine the child’s develop¬ 
ment and help them master 
kindergarten content. 

Kentucky is taking 
steps to implement one 
common kindergarten 
readiness screener who 
will provide valuable 
information to help the 
school serve each child 
appropriately and pro¬ 
vide critical information 
to home communities so 
they can evaluate their ef¬ 
forts to ensure all children 
come to school with the 
foundation necessary to 
be successful early on. 

This collaborative ef¬ 
fort between the Gov¬ 
ernor’s Office of Early 
Childhood and the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of 
Education is directly tied 
to the recommendations 
of the Governor’s Task 
Force on Early Childhood 
Development and Educa¬ 
tion and the Transforming 
Education in Kentucky 
Task Force. 

The screener provides 
an important baseline 
for a system of measure¬ 
ment that each elemen¬ 
tary teacher will utilize as 
they strive to take a child 


toward the goal of being 
proficient readers. 

The importance of ear¬ 
ly childhood development 
and education cannot 
be overstated. The brain 
grows more rapidly in the 
first three to five years 
than at any other time in 
life. If children who need 
extra help are identified 
early, the chances that 
they will need special 
education services in the 
future are lessened. 

While Kentucky con¬ 
tinues to make significant 
strides in education, the 
state still has work to do. 
According to Education 
Week’s 2012 “Quality 
Counts” report, 13 states 
ranked above Kentucky in 
overall grades and scores. 
Of these 13 states, 10 have 
kindergarten assessments 
in development or already 
in place. 

Investments such as 
the common kindergarten 
screener result in a sig¬ 
nificant return to our state 
through higher levels of 
education, less need for 
remediation and a stron¬ 
ger workforce.

New law to fight drug abuse could be harmful 


Politicians in Frankfort who 
still believe government edicts 
can deliver us from the scourge 
of prescription drug abuse are 
once again approaching the is¬ 
sue with a butcher knife instead 
of a scalpel. 

Kentucky House Bill 1, which 
passed during the special legis¬ 
lative session earlier this year, 
forces doctors to use a govern¬ 
ment database called the Ken¬ 
tucky All Schedule Prescription 
Electronic Reporting system 
(KASPER) before prescribing 
controlled substances for their 
patients. 

Rather than limiting drugs 
actually being abused - like hy- 
drocodone and oxycontin - the 
state statute requires doctors to 
take at least live steps before 
prescribing a variety of drugs. 

And it doesn’t matter whether 
the patient waiting for treatment 
is a 6-year-old with a broken 
arm, a mother giving birth for 
the first time or a middle-aged 
drug addict. HB 1 treats all pa¬ 
tients the same. 

Before prescribing the much- 
needed medication, the doctor 
must: 

•Obtain a complete medical 
history and conduct - and docu¬ 
ment in medical records - a thor¬ 
ough physical of the patient. 

•Search for all available in¬ 
formation on the patient via the 
slow and clunky KASPER gov¬ 
ernment database to ensure the 
patient - even the 6-year-old 
child - is not a drug addict. 

•Create a “written treatment 
plan.” Don’t confuse this with 
writing the actual prescription - 
that comes multiple steps later. 

•Discuss the risks of pre¬ 
scribing the medication, and 
obtain consent to do so from the 
patient. 


•Finally, the doctor can order a 
couple of pain pills. 

It’s ludicrous. Not only must all 
patients be probed - reminiscent of 
how elderly passengers are treated 
like ex-cons by the TSA at airports 
these days - this one-size-fits-all 
mandate will result in needless de¬ 
lays in patient care. 

Before being allowed to deliver 
medication to a child experiencing 
the severe pain of tonsillitis, for 
example, professional physicians 
must put up with the same kind 
of handholding we might force 
on a toddler learning to be potty- 
trained. 

The same story could be told for 
a man with appendicitis, a mother 
in labor, or a senior citizen with 
kidney stones. 

The KASPER process is likely to 
take at least 20 agonizing minutes 
to patients already in pain. Could 
that be the difference between life 
and death in extreme cases? 

Still, the worst part of HB 1 
goes beyond the needlessly long 
waits of permanently substituting 
ice cream cones for the miracle of 


pain relief when Kentucky kids are 
being treated for tonsillitis. 

It turns doctors who fail to fol¬ 
low its mandates - even for in-pa¬ 
tients under their direct care 24/7 

- into criminals. 

Do the politicians, who them¬ 
selves are busy stealing our liber¬ 
ties by overregulation and malig¬ 
nant laws, ever consider the impact 
of such a mandate beyond the next 
election? 

One of the Kentucky Medi¬ 
cal Association’s chief concerns 
with the new law is that doctors 

- spooked by the risk of losing 
their license - will refuse to pre¬ 
scribe medication even when their 
professional opinion calls for such 
treatment. 

The potential of being sent to 
prison may not be worth the risk 
of making a mistake in KASPER 
protocol - leaving those patients 
depending on their doctor in se¬ 
vere pain.

Planting by 
the Signs 


by Phil Case 





If you’re planting your 
fall garden by the phases 
of the moon and signs of 
the zodiac, here’s the in¬ 
formation for this week. 

The moon is in the light 
phase now and will contin¬ 
ue there until the next full 
moon - the second of Au¬ 
gust and called the “Blue 
Moon” - on Friday, Aug. 
31, 9:58 a.m. During this 
period be planting only 
above-ground producers 
in the unprotected garden 
from the list below. 

A look at the signs finds 
us on the first day today 
(Wednesday) of a three- 
day rule by the veiy fertile 
sign Scoipio (the secrets). 
This continues through 
Friday with the moon, as 
we’ve established, in the 
light phase. Scoipio is one 
of the four most fertile 
signs. 

While according to the 
list we’re a week past the 
last safe day for things like 
bush beans, if you want 
to plant for a late harvest 
I wouldn’t hesitate since 
this has been something of 
an abnormal year weath- 
erwise. And if it were to 


then ah you’ve invested is 
a couple of bucks worth of 
bean seed since your gar¬ 
den is likely ready to plant 
anyway. 

Then beginning Sat¬ 
urday and on through the 
rest of August we find out 
monthly series of so-so 
signs which aren’t good or 
bad, just so-so. 

Saturday and Sunday 
are under the influence 
of Sagittarius (the thighs; 
Capricorn (the knees) then 
rules Monday through 
Wednesday and the series 
concludes with Aquari¬ 
us (the legs) in force on 
Thursday and Friday, Aug. 
30-31. The light moon will 
rule this entire time until 
9:58 a.m. on Aug. 31 so 
above-ground planting 
will be in order. 

What to still plant 

Flere again is the list 
from “Flome Vegetable 
Gardening in Kentucky” 
showing how long you 
can continue to plant these 
veggies in the unprotected 
garden, statistically speak¬ 
ing anyway. 

As I discussed last week 
and mentioned above, if 


Chi¬ 
nese cabbage, collards, en¬ 
dive, kale, kohlrabi, mus¬ 
tard greens, snow peas, 
turnips, turnip greens 
Through September: 
leaf lettuce, radishes, spin¬ 
ach 

In the protected garden, 
planting and harvest can go 
on for some time to come. 
You can use polyethylene 
row covers to extend the 


harvest of frost-sensitive 
crops such as tomatoes, 
peppers and cucumbers. 
The row cover haps heat 
and protects the plants 
from killing frosts but be¬ 
ware that on warm, sunny 
days the row cover must be 
ventilated to protect plants 
from excess heat.

CRP Participants May Request Authorization to Conduct 
Emergency Haying or Grazing of CRP Acres 

The USDA Farm Service Agency (FSA) announces the opportunity for Conservation Reserve Program (CRP) participants to 
request authorization to conduct emergency haying or grazing on specific CRP acres. Eligible producers who are interested in 
applying for approval to conduct Emergency Haying or Grazing of CRP land located in Kentucky must request and obtain 
individual written approval from FSA before any haying or grazing starts. Participants will be assessed a 10 percent payment 
reduction on their annual rental payment for the acres actually hayed or grazed. 

Interested CRP participants are required to submit a request to FSA and obtain a modified conservation plan to hay and/or 
graze under emergency provisions. The same acres may not be hayed and grazed under the same emergency designation. 
Emergency haying or grazing is not allowed within 120 feet of any stream or water body. Specified portions of each field or 
contiguous fields must be left or grazed with limited stock for wildlife purposes. 

Emergency haying or grazing is restricted to specific practices that are 12 months past being determined as fully established by 
the agency. Participants shall not start any haying or grazing activity until individual written approval is received for the CRP 
contract request. Approved haying authorization will end not later than August 31st. Approved grazing authorization will end 
not later than September 30th. 

To take advantage of the emergency haying and grazing provisions, approved participants can use the CRP acreage for their 
own livestock or may grant another livestock producer use of the CRP acreage for the purpose of haying or grazing. 

For more information and to request approval for emergency haying or grazing of CRP acres, contact the local FSA Service 
Center that administers the CRP contract. 

Opportunity for Continuous CRP Enrollment of Highly Erodible Cropland 

The USDA Farm Service Agency (FSA) announced that continuous sign-up for the Highly Erodible Land (HEL) Initiative under 
the Conservation Reserve Program (CRP) started on July 23,2012. Kentucky received a total allocation of 39,400 acres to 
enroll in the HELI CRP program. Offers will be accepted until either the state acreage allocation limit is reached or September 
30,2012 whichever occurs first. 

This initiative will accept offers with an erosion rate of at least 20 tons per acre per year for new cropland or CRP acres that 
expire on September 30, 2012; however, existing grass stands that are not considered expiring CRP will not be considered 
eligible for enrollment. Eligible cropland must also have a history of being cropped 4 out ot 6 years, 2002 through 2007. 
Eligible CRP contracts set to expire on September 30, 2012, may be offered for consideration and approved contracts will 
become effective October 1,2012. The contract duration is also 10 years.

Dear Doctor Dirt, 

My half-runner green 
beans just won’t make 
any beans. The vines 
look good and healthy, 
they bloomed good, just 
no beans! Did I get some 
bad seed? Thanks. 

H.K. 

Sanders 

Deal- H.K., 

Nope, there was nothing 
wrong with your seed. 
But there was something 
wrong with the weather; it 
was just too stinkin’ hot! 
Especially during the time 
the beans were flowering. 
Unlike many green bean 
varieties, half-runner blos¬ 
soms are very sensitive to 
extreme heat. And buddy, 
did we ever have extreme 
heat. The high tempera¬ 
tures hurt the reproduc¬ 
tive parts of the flowers 
which stops fertilization 
and keeps the plants from 
setting fruits. I had one 


guy tell me he planted 
them three times with the 
same results, no beans. He 
blamed the seed too. 

Just a word or two about 
“bad seed”; it’s a rarity. 
If I had a nickel for every 
time somebody told me 
they got ahold of some 
bad seed, I'd have a new 
Jeep by now. If you plant 
a seed and it sprouts and 
comes up, then it’s good 
seed. Heck, I’ve seen my 
wife plants seeds that 
she’d kept in the fridge 
for five or more years and 
it come up. 

It’s pretty easy to test your 
own seed. Just wet a paper 
towel, line ten or twenty 
seeds along one side of it, 
roll it up, put it in a baggy 
and place the bag in a dark 
drawer. After the recom¬ 
mended number of days 
to germination, unroll the 
paper towel and see how 
many seeds sprouted. If 


few, or none sprouted, 
then you’ve got problems. 
It’s called a rag-doll test. 

Testing for Toxins 
in Grain: 

In drought years like 
this one, corn and other 
grains have a higher 
probability of becoming 
infected with fungal tox¬ 
ins called mycotoxins, 
in particular Alfatoxin. 
Mycotoxins can affect 
human and livestock 
health, and also can dis¬ 
rupt grain marketing. 

If you are considering 
buying grain from an 
individual for the pur¬ 
pose of feeding livestock, 
wildlife, or yourself, you 
may consider having the 
grain tested for myco¬ 
toxins. For information 
on how to have grain 
tested, call the Gallatin 
County Extension Ser¬ 
vice at 567-5481.
